The 
car owner buys many thousands of 
dollars worth of bulbs from the 
roadside garage and filling station 
because the owner invariably pur- 
chases from the nearest point of 
supply when a bulb burns out. 

Just why one bulb is sold when 
two should be used is a question 
Of course the owner has no desire 
to expend for two bulbs when 
one has gorfe west. but on the other 
hand, how is he to know that the 
one remaining headlight bulb is still 
serviceable? The fact that it lights 
and gives light is no indication that 
the filament is delivering real light 

While progress has been made by 
the manufacturers of bulbs for mo- 
tor cars in that the filaments are 
better. will last longer. etc., there 
comes a time when the filament has 
its kick. And it takes as much 
current from the battery to heat a 
filament that has lost its kick as it 
does to heat a good filament. 

But, as previously stated, the car 
owner with one headlight bulb 
gone west demands a new one to 
replace it and is not inter 
buying two—unless the dealer can 
prove to him that the other bulb 
has lost its kick. 

A few nights ago. the writer 
topped at a filling station to buy 
some fuel. and a car drove up with 
one headlight out. It developed that 
the light had gone west on a main 
highway and that a state motor- 
cycle officer had stopped the driv- 
and warned him that he must 
have both headlights. So the car 
owner drove into this station and 
demanded a new light. 

The proprietor of this filli 
tion is quite a live merchanc 
he came out with two bulbs instead 
of one. He replaced the burned out 
bulb, then got into the driver's seat 
and turned on the headlights. He 
asked permission to move the car 
to “see if the lights were O. K.”
